The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
discloses the claimed invention. Specifically, independent claim 1 requires inventive features of 
**wherein said plurality of reference context bits for said bit to be compressed are identified fi"om 
said context model template according to numbers of bit planes of said bit array and shape of 
said context model; said bit to be compressed and said plurality of reference context bits are on a 
same bit plane". Independent claim 9 requires inventive features of "determining a number of 
column spacing of context model according to said number of bits of each pixel; determining a 
shape of context model correspondent to said context model template; covering a range of 
reference context bits in said bit array for a bit to be compressed; in the range, obtaining a 
plurality of reference context bits in a same bit plane of said bit to be compressed by using said 
context model". The inclusion of such features, in combination with other features, in the claims 
renders the claims allowable. The prior art references found are Rabbani et al (5,442,458) and 
Schwartz (6,285,790). These references fail to disclose the claimed invention.
